‘Reported Text of Letter 
Sent by Ambassador Dmnba 


Special to The: New ‘York Times. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—The Chicago 
Herald printed: this morning ‘a spe- 
cial cable dispatch trom London giv- 
ing the following’as the exact text in. 
English -of the-Dumba letter seized 
among the effects of James F. J. 
Archibald: f 


New. York, Aug. 20, 1915. 
. My Lord—Yesterday evening Con- 
‘sul General, von Nuber received the 
inclosed . aide memoire from the 
chief editor of the locally known 
paper, Szabadsag, after a previous 
conference with him and in pur- 
suance of his proposals to arrange 
for strikes in the Bethlehem Schwab 
steel and munitions war factory, 


and also in the Middle West. 
Dr. Archibald, who is well known 


to your Lordship, leaves today at 
12 o’clock on board the Rotterdam 
for Berlin and Vienna. I take this 
rare and safe opportunity to warm- 
ly recommend the proposal to your 
Lordship’s favorable consideration. 

It is my impression that we can 
-disorganize and hold up for months, 
if not entirely prevent, the manu- 
facture of munitions in Bethlehem 
and the Middle West, which, in the 
opinion of the German Military 
Attaché, is of great importance and 
‘amply outweighs the expenditure 
of money involved. 

But even if strikes do not come 
off, it is probable that we should 
extort, under the pressure of the 
crisis, more favorable conditions of 
labor for our poor, down-trodden 
fellow-countrymen. -In Bethlehem 
these white slaves are now work- 
ing for twelve hours a day and 
seven days a week. All weak per- 
sons succumb and become con: 
sumptives. 

So far as, German. workmen are 
found among the skilled hands, a 
means of leaving will be provided for 
them. 

Besides this, a private German reg=- 
istry office has been established, 
which provides employment for per- 

sons. who. have voluntarily given up 
their places, and is already working, 
well. They will also join, and the 
widest support is assured me. 

I beg your Excellency to be so good 
as to.inform me with ‘reference to 
this letter by wireless telegraphy, re- 
plying whether you agree:

WIN SUCCESS IN ‘GALICIA 


Austro-German Force Active on the 
Northern Frontier of. Serbia. 
in Preparation for Attack. 


LONDON, Wednesaay, : sept. 8,—The 
news that Emperor Nicholas had placed 
himself at the head of. his.army, which 
he announced in a telegram to Ray- 
mond Poincaré, President of the..French 
Republic, and the visit paid by — the 
French Commander in Chief, General 
Joffre, to the Italian Atmy, foreshadow, 
it is believed in military circles here, 
stirring events on. both the Pastern and 
Western fronts, in which -the armies of 
all the Allies will co-operate. 

It is. declared that the Russians al- 
ready are nearly, if not. quite,’ holding 
their own against the Austrians and 
Germans, whose advance at most points 
has. been brought toa stop,.and in 
places are carr ying on an.active counter- 
offensive. 

Riga remains the danger point, ~ but. 
the fact that the Russians continue, to 
occupy the town after the ‘Germans have 
advariced. to the Dvina, southeast: of 
Riga, leads the military writers to the 
conclusion that the Russians feel pretty 
sure of their ability to defend. the river, 
and in time to push sufficiently far 
westward to relieve the pressure on their 
forces on the shores of the Gulf.of Riga. 

Westward of Dvinsk and. Vilna the 
Russian offensive has now held up. the 
Germans for more than a week,‘ and to 
the military observers: those ‘two. towns 
Seem safe unless the invaders aré able 
to bring up strong reinforcements.

$80,000,000 ARRIVES 
HERE FROM ENGLAND 


Third Shipment by British Gov- 
ernment Is‘ Said to Have 
$66,000,000 in Gold. 


$14,000,000 IN SECURITIES 


Anglo-French Financial Mission to 
Arrive Tomorrow to Seek Way 
to Pay for War Munitions. | 


The ‘third large shipment of gold and 
securities sent to New York by the Gov- 
ernment of Great Britain in payment of 
war supplies arrived from Halifax at 
the depot of the American Express Com- 
pany at Forty-fifth Street and Lexing- 
ton Avenue at 9 o'clock last night in a 

special train. 

‘A dispatch from Postiené yesterday 
said the train carried morg than $66,- 
000,000 in gold and about $14,000,000 in 
securities. ‘This would be more than 
three times as large a quantity of gold 
as was contained in either of the first 
two’shipments. It would make the total

If these figures are correct the total

Because of 
the huge purchases by England of war 
munitions and other supplies in this 
country, together with the falling off in 
her exports, the value of an English 
pound had fallen to $4:74% on Aug. 10, 
when the first shipment of gold and se- 
curities was. received in this. city, It 
continued .to drop until it touched $4.50, 
but quickly showed an upward trend. 
The pound sterling was worth $4.66 yes- 
terday morning, but in the afternoon 
dropped to $4.

In Guarded Steel Cars. 


The seven steel cars in which the gold 
arrived were protected by forty: armed 
guards. Unusual precautions were taken 
to insure safety, because of the fact 


that it had been generally surmised 
that more such shipments were coming, 
and that if enemies of the Allies were 
anxious to attempt a spectacular stroke 
they would have plenty of time to form 
a conspiracy to_wreck the gold train.

REPORTS SEVENTEEN LOST.

Gregory Holds Life-Saving Rule Will 
Not Affect Many Foreign Ships.

The President’s feeling in the matter 
is apreciated here. It has not been over- 
loked by politicians in Washington that 
by no public word or act has the Presi- 


dent, or anybody, authorized tq speak 
for him, indicated that Mr. Wilson ex- 
pected to be his party’s candidate for 
esident again. At the same time it 
has not been overlooked that all the 
reparations for next year’s Democratic 
esidential campaign are being made 
with a view to the candidacy of Mr. 
Wilson. When the Democratic State 
Convention of Kentucky recently adopted 
resolutions at the instance of Senator 
Ollie James, who is yery close to the 
White House, indorsing the President 
for a second term. it was taken for 
granted by the well-informed that this 
was the beginning of the actual move- 
ment to have the President: serve as the 
Democratic standard bearer next year. 

Mr. Tumulty sent the letter to Sheriff 
Kinkead, declining an invitation to at- 
tend a meeting of the Hudson County 
Democratic Committee, scheduled for 
Sept. 11, on the ground that the meet- 
ing’s object, as stated in Kinkead’s let- 
ter, was to indrose the President. 

“It was my understanding when we

RUSSIAN TACTICS BAFFLING. 


Germans Compelled Constantly to 
Change Their Plans. 


Special Cable to Tom New YORK TIMES. 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 7, (Dispatch to 
The London Daily Chronicle.)—Any ques- 
tion as to whether the Germans will 
make for Petrograd, Moscow, or Kiev 
is largely academical. They are waging 
@ great campaign against a stubborn 
and resourceful enemy, whose move- 
ments are to them problematical, and 
even the Germans cannot adhere blind- 
ly to any preconceived military plan. 
They probably have several alternative 
Plans, of which one or another will come 
into the foreground according to circum- 
stances. pag 

The Riga plan and the northern en- 
velopment were prominent for a few 
days until the naval defeat in the gulf 
postponed execution indefinitely. That 
the ‘Germans are feeling their way to 
a renewa! of this effort is evident from 
their cautious movements on the Dvina, 
and from hints thrown out in the form 
of seaplanes by the German Baltic 
squadron at the mouth of the Gulf of 
Risa. Now there are signs of an at- 
tempted turning movement from the 
south in Volhynia and Galicia, where 


the enemy have concentrated three ar- 
mies. True, the further the Germans 
advance into Russia the more difficult 
it becomes for them. swiftly to. modify 
their main plans. The network of com- 
munications in their rear grows cruder 
and more rare, despite hastily built light 
railways. he transfer of troops from 
one part of the front to another grows 
more cumbersome. But in any case, the 
Russian movementg constantly dictate 
modifications of the invaders’ plans. 

The German units are now frequently 
drawn aside from their intended course, 
80 as to undertake the pursuit of Rus- 
Sian units, and so the front suddenly 
slips into unexpected forms, necessitat- 
ing a hasty revision of the distribution 
of troops and of transport arrangements. 

Thus the artiller brought up 
with great toil and forethought, may 
find itself in some spot where there is 
only work for the cavalry, and thus it 
how happens very frequently that the 
Germans, Counting on the Russian 
shortage of ammunition, are surprised 
by heavy cannon fire from their ene- 
mies while their own batteries are com- 
pelted to remain silent for lack of shells.

Machines Selected by 
Army Expert as the Best. 


A shipment of twenty aeroplanes for 
the’ Spanish Government left. this port 
yesterday on the steamship Roma, 
bound for Gibraltar. This is the second 
shipment this year. : 

The shipment is in charge of Captain 
Juan Vinegra of the Spanish Army, who 
learned to fly while here. . With him is 
Al. J. Engle, a flying instructor of Buf- 
falo, who will instruct.the officers of 
the Spanish Army and establish a mili- 
tary flying schol at Madrid. 

Captain Vinegra was here for several 
days and spent much of his time at the 
Hempstead flying field, where he in- 
sdected biplanes of the Heinrich, Hunt- 
ington, and Simplex types. With an- 
other officer he visited all the important 


aviation centres, and said that as a re- 
sult of his investigations he thought 
American aeroplanes superior to those 
in use abroad. 

Captain Vinegra was in Buffalo when 
he heard of the giant biplanes being 
built for England in Toronto, and made 
a trip across the border to see the first 
one fly. Shortly after he and his com- 
panion urrived at Toronto they became 
aware they were being watched. When 
they reached the hotel they were ar- 
rested and lodged in jail. . 

They were very indignant at ther 
treatment until they learned they were 
suspected of being German spies. After 
much trouble they communicated with 
the Spanish Consu] and aviation author- 
ities and were released with apologies 
from the, Dominion of Canada. 

The aeroplanes on the Roma consist 
of ten tractor or land machines for 
army use and ten -hydroaeroplanes for 
the Spanish navy. They are all standard- 
ized machines. The tractors have 160 
horse power Curtiss motors, giving a 
speed of 100 miles an hour, and the 
hydroaeroplanes have 80 herse power 
motors of the same make and will fly 
65 to 75 miles an hour. The tractors 
cost about $120,000 and the others $75.- 
000, making a total of $195,000 for the 
shipment. 


DREXEL PREDICTS ADVANCE. 


Philadelphian, Back from the Front, 
Says Allies Are Getting Ready.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 7.—Thirteen 
months of the war have not weakened 
the resources of Great Britain and 
France, and these two countries are 
muking ready for a mighty coup which 
they expect will ro]l back the German 
iine from the North Sea to the Vosges, 
according to J. Armstrong Drexel, son. 
of Colonel Anthony P. Drexel, head of 
the banking house of Drexel & Co., who 
has been serving as chauffeur for Sir 
John French, commanéer of the British 
expeditionary forces in Flanders. Mr. 
Drexel is convalescent from an attack 
of preumonia and he voyaged across 
the Atlantic on the advice of his physi- 
cian. He is visiting with his brother, 
Anthony J. Drexel, Jr. ’ 

“The war will not end until the Allies 
have been victorious,’’ said Mr. Drexel. 
“The war to date has been pretty much 
of a draw in the western field, and if 
it should stop now I believe another 
war would follow, say ten years from 
now. One side must gain ad 
vantage, and I know that the feeling 
in EnsJand and France: is that.it shall 
be war until they have vanquished the 
Germans.”

NEGOTIATIONS . INFORMAL 


‘New Arrangement Expected to 
Cover All Goods for Which Amer- 
icans Have Incurred Liability. 
——— 


WASHINGTON, Sept 7.—Definite in- 
formation was cabled by Ambassador 
Page from London today that Great 
Britain was now prepared to accept in- 
formal representations by the Foreign 
Trade Advisers of the State Depart- 
ment as a means of releasing American- 
owned goods of German and Austrian 
origin now he!d up at neutral ports by 
the British Order in Council. 

Receipt of the Ambassador’s message 
was followed by a conference attended 
by Trade Adviser Fleming, Sir Richard 
Crawford, Commercial Attaché of -the 
British Embassy here, and T. 8S. Sher- 
retts, Counsel for the American Import- 
ers Association, after which it was an- 
nounced that the details of the plan 
would be worked out in “the next three 
or four days. 

The arrangement will result in the 
Trade Advisers’ resuming negotiations 
waich have been interrupted since June 
15 by the British refusal to consider 
further applications for special. permits 
under the Order in Council. Goods 
‘amounting to $167,000,000 have been tied 
up at Rotterdam alone, and it is ex- 
pected that the new arrangements will 
release not ‘only these shipments, but 
all goods of German and Austrian 
manufacture for which American im- 
porters have incurred obligations: 

Ambassador Page’s report follows: 

The British Government is now agreeable 
to the presentation of applications by the 
foreign trade advisers acting informally for 
importers, through the British Embassy 
in Washington, You are further informed 
that details of arrangement are now being 
worked out. It is advisable for importers 
to forward proofs as to goods ordered be- 
fore March 1 by contracts under which they 
are liable to make payment, including clear 
statement of the circumstances of the case 
and the original contract or certified copy. 

Details now under consideration by the 

British authorities include the question 
as to how long the arrangement will be 
allowed to continue in force, and the 
question of limiting continuing contracts 
under which American importers are 
liable for goods which may be delivered 
for months to come. 

Mr. Sharretts issued a statement ad- 
vising all importers to forward imme- 
diately to Mr. Fleming, the sworn evi- 
dence as to each shipment desired. 

‘“‘T am satisfied,’’ said Mr. Sharretts, 
“that the final settlement of all cases 
will be through unofficial negotiations 
by the Foreign Trade Adviser's office 
with the British Embassy here, and not, 
as formerly, through the instrumental- 
ity of private attorneys in London.” 

While the State Department has stead- 
fastly refused to recognize the right of 
Gréat Britain to impose the restrictions 
on commerce embodied in the Order 
in Council. informal negotiations for 
exemptions from the order .have been 
conducted by the foreign trade advisers. 
On June 15 Great Britain declined to 
act on further informal representations, 
although private attorneys and brokers 
in London still were securing permits 
releasing ships abroad. 


MME. DE WIART UNDAUNTED. 


Belgian. Minister’s Wife Leaves Ger- 
man Prison with Spirit Unbroken. 


PARIS, Sept. 7.—Mme. Carton de 
Wiart, wife of the Belgian Minister of 
Justice, who was released last week 
from a German prison, to which she 
had been sentenced for three months 
for corresponding -with her husband, 
said to the Basle correspondent of The 
Petit Parisian, when told that she wes 
greatly admired by by the women of 
France: . 

“It is why one lives, not how one 
lives, that matters. I could not have 
behaved otherwise, and the Germans 
realize it; if they had vermitted me to 
return to Brussels I should not have 


modified my way of living. That was 
why they pronounced the sentence ban- 
ishing me from my own country. It was 
a simple administrative decision, with- 
out any form of trial.” . 

. de Wiart, who rejoined his wife 
at Basle after a year’s separation, said 
the Spanish Ambassador at Berlin re- 
peatedly interviewed in behalf of Mme. 
de Wiart, but was unable to obtain her 
release; she was freed only at the ex- 
piration of the term to which she was 
sentenced at Brussels, although the an- 
nouncement was made that she was 
pardoned in defrence to a request of the 
King of Spain. 

Mme. de Wiart said that no special 
courtesies were shown to her, that she 
was imprisoned in an ordinary peni- 
tentiary and treated exactly like other 
prisoners, cOMmon law offenders, ex- 
cept that the Germans always addressed 
her as “ Your Excellency.” 

“T spent most of my time writing 
transalations from English,’’ she said. 
“The only visitor I was allowed to see 
was the Spanish Ambassador, and that 
always was in the presence of a Ger- 
man officer. I have no impression of 
Germany to give you, for I was kept 
in solitary confinement.”’

CHAMPAGNE MAY BE PINK. 


Casks from Burgundy and Bordeaux 
for the New Vintage. 


PARIS, Aug. 28,- (Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—Pink champagne, 
or even red, is. a possibility as a result 
of the war, unless the wine growers of 
the champagne district are helped out 
by white wine growers of other regions. 
The glass works of Northern France and 
of Belgium’ that have furnished cham- 
pagne bottles are in the hands of the 
Germans, and, further, the wine growers 
of the champagne district are short of 
casks—more than half of last year’s 
vintage being still in the wood. The use 
of casks from the Burguady and Bor- 
deaux red-wine regions has been. pro- 
posed, and if this suggestion is taken up 
there are chances that the cru of 1915 
will be pink. It would be impracticable 
to thoroughly cleanse the red-wine casks 
of their color, and it is said that the 
reddish color would in no wise harm 
the champagne. 


The ‘‘ Mountains of Rheims,’’ where 
the champagne is produced, have, like 
the “ Heights of the Meuse,’’ disappeared 
from the official communique. - The 
steady pressure from the French side 
of the fighting line disengaged finally 
the last of the important champagne 
vinyards, though those of St. Thierry 
and Hermonville, to the north of the 
River Vesle, are right next to the 
trenches, and those on the northern 
slope of the ridge called ‘‘ Mountains 
of Rheims” are. still within range of 
the enemy’s artillery. © Notwithstand- 
ing all the difficulties, the 25,000 acres 
of the champagne district will produce 
one-third more wine than last year, 
bringing the total to the normal’ aver- 
age before the war. 

‘or the gathering of the crop more 
trouble is anticipated than last year. 
After the battle of the Marne there were 
a great many refugees in the champagne 
guuntsy. who helped with the vintage. 
These have been evacuated since. More- 
over, the authorities hesitate to allow 
women and children to expose themselves 
any longer on the northern slope of the 
** Mountains of Rheims,’’ where they are 
liable any day to be caught by a-stray 
shell. Leave will doubtless be given to 
a sufficient number of wine growers-un- 
der arms to do this work, as’ Well as the 
operation of the 600. wine presses in the 
Department of the Marne, requiring each 
Fe men during a period of fifteen 

ays. 


JOFFRE LAUDS ITALIANS. 


Sends Message to Cadorna, Eulogiz- 
ing’ Work of His Army. 


PARIS, Sept. 7.—General Joffre, the 
French Commander in Chief, returned 
last night to France after his visit of 
two days at the Italian front. On 
reaching Modane, on the Franco-Italian 
border, he dispatched to General 
Cadorna, the Italian Commander in 
Chief, a telegram expressing his grati- 
tude for the hospitable reception shown 
him by King Victor Emmanuel and the 
army. 

In his message General Joffre gives 
highest praise to the Italian troops for 
what they have accomplished in a com- 
paratively short time, and adds: 

‘“‘ Fraternally united to the French 
Army, which warmly applauds your 
first brilliant successes, the Italian 
Army marches with sure step toward a 
definite vietory, which the allied nations 
know will be assured by united efforts, 
with the same ideals and love of liberty 
and civilization.” 


ITALY’S REVENUES LEAP. 


Comparative Increase of Nearly 
$8,000,000 in Two Months. 


PARIS, Sept. 7.—A dispatch to the Ha- 
vas News Agency from Rome says: 

“The national revenues of Italy dur- 
ing July and August, the first two 
months of the current budget, increased 
38,500,000 lire ($7,700,000) over the corre- 
sponding period of 1914. 

‘““ Receipts of every kind have in- 
creased, indicating the improved eco- 
nomic condition of the country, which 
also is shown by the postal savings 
banks, deposits in these institutions ex- 
ceeding payments.” 


EGYPTIAN MINISTERSTABBED

CAIRO, Sept. 7,—Fathy Pasha, Min- 
ister of Pious Foundations in the Egyp- 
tion Government, was stabbed three 
times with a knife by an employe of 
the. Ministry of Finance, who attacked 
him from behind! while he was convers- 
ing with friends in the Cairo railroad 
station. 

Fathy. Pasha fired with a revolver at 
his assailant, but missed him. Specta- 
tors then seized the man.

WANT 15,000,000 MEMBERS 


rPogram Includes Stoppage of War 
Exports and Freedom of Seas 
from British Blockade. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—Officials of the 
Friends of Peace met here today and 
discussed plans. for a nation-wide or- 
ganization. ‘‘for political and other 
action.’’ : 

The contemplated organization, which 
was described by its founders as ‘‘ for 
political action, but not a political 
party,’’ will have as its aim, according 
to officials, ‘‘freedom of the seas” 
from \England’s blockade of Germany, 
cessation of the exportation of war 
munitions by any means, and the in- 
fluencing. of. Congressmen to. legislation 
along the lines of the resolutions adopt- 
ed by the convention of the Friends of 
Peace, which closed yesterday. 

The ambition of the promoters is to 
enroll 15,000,000 names. The organiza- 
tion will take no action, leaders de- 
clared, with regard to lovalty to the 
United States Government in case of 
war with Gernmiany, but they asserted 
that every member would “ act accord- 
ing to his own judgment in such a 
case.”’ - 

“There can be no doubt,’’ said Francis 
L. Dorl, editor of the pro-German Vital 
Issue and one of the leaders of the con- 
vention just ended, ‘‘ That in case of 
war with Germany many persons, act- 
ing privately, will refuse actively to sup- 
port this Government. Whe can blame 
them? Personally I shall oppose any of- 
ficial stand by this organization t6 that 
effect.’’ 

Tohn Brisben Walker, who was elected 
Permanent Chairman of the Friends of 
Peace, declared in favor of the new or- 
ganization and said he would.do all in 
his power to verfect it. 

A committee of twenty-seven members 
will have charge of the details of the 
national organization. The completed 
organization will be composed of a Na- 
tional Committee. One member will be 
selected to assist the President in New 
York, and the Vice President, who will 
be in charge of the Western division, 
with headquarters in Chicago. Under 
the National Committee will be State 
Committees composed of one member 
from each Congressional district.

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 7.—General Gon-

General Gonzales says he has pro- 
ceeded with the utmost forbearance and 
will continue to do so until the last mo- 
ment, appealing to the better sentiments 
of the merchants, but if he sees the lat- 
ter obstinately pursue the course of re- 
fusing to comply with the schedule of 
‘prices for staples issued by the Provost, 
the General will take means to enforce 
obedience. 

In a statement this morning Special 
American Red Cross Representative 


Charles J. O’Connor took occasion. to de 
justice to the onstitutionalist Govern- 
ment, declaring no portion of its sup- 
plies had been appropriated by the Gov- 
ernment. He said: '

supplies sent Her by the American Red 
Cross has been taken by the Government.

_ALLIES’ FINANCIERS NEAR. 


Expects to Arrive Tomorrow to Con- 
sider Exchange Problem, 


The long-awaited commission of Brit- 
ish and French financial experts who 
are coming. to the United States to co- 
operate with American bankers in an ef- 
fort to work out a solution of the dif- 
ficult foreign exchange situation will ar- 
tive tomorrow morning on the White 
Star liner Lapland. The-presence of the 
commission on board of this vessel had 
been kept a secret on both sides of the 
Atlantic, partly through fear of German 
submarine attacks, and afterward with 
a view to preventing a demonstration on 
its arrival here.

Speakers Remind Delegates at Roch- 
_ ester of the Necessity for Great 
Campaign for Sanitation. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y¥., Sept. 7.—In the 
fhame of the Empire State, Governor 
Whitman welcomed the convention of 
the American Public Health Association 
Fat its open meeting in Convention Hall 
tonight. 

The Governor arrived in the city early 
this afternoon and was taken to the 
grounds of the Rochester Exposition ,in 
an automobile. A troop of State Cavalry 
escorted him to the grandstand. There 
he ‘spoke briefly, commending the ex- 
‘position and the City~ of Rochester. 
When he was there Miss Mary New- 
comb, daughter of former Senator 
Josiah Newcomb of, Brooklyn, attempted 
to approach him to get his signature on 
a slip pledging his .support to the wo- 
man suffrage cause, but she waa 
stopped by detectives. 

‘he Governor, this evening, was es 
.corted to Convention Hall by Rochester 
troops of the National Guard, arriving 
there he welcomed the delegates to the 
State and pledged his support to the 
defenders of the health of its citizens. 
He said that in pruning State expenses, 
public health activities should be cur- 
tailed ‘‘ only in the very: last necessity.” 
He expressed his regret that the last 
session of the New York State Legisla- 
ture had failed to make adequate appro- 
priations for health work. 

H als said: 

“There were over 140,000 deaths in 
New York State dring the year 1914, 
and if the estimates of the Committee 
of One Hundred of the Conservation of 
Huma Vitality are to be relied upon, 
4 per cent. of this mortality might 
have been prevented. Think of it—over 
50,000 lives needlessly lost in one State 
during a wage year. ae 

** Over 23, of these 140,000 deaths 
occurred an:ong infants under oné year 
of age; and this fraction of the death 
rate is: that which appeals most strongly 
to our sympathies, while it offers the 
most brilliant opportunities of service 
to the public health worker, 


Lowering Infant Mortality. 
‘““New York has devoted special at- 
tention to this problem and with most 
gratifying results. In 1913 the infant 
mortality rate ior the State was 109 
deaths under one year for every 1,000 


births. In 1914 it fell to 101, and 1915 
has so far shown a better record even 
than 1914. ushis reduction corresponds 
to a saving of nearly 2,000 infant lives, 
which in itself is a splendid return on 
the total cost of maintaining our State 
and loca] departments of health. 

“The acute communicable diseases, 
such as typhoid fever, diptheria; scarlet 
fever and the like, are passing year -by 
ror more completely within our con- 
trol. 

‘““As a man who has recently passed 
the danger line of 45 years, I am begin- 
ning to feel a keen personal interest in 
the campaign which public health offi- 
cials are wagin 
ative diseases of adult life. It is ‘cer= 
tainly a cisconcerting thing that, while 
you are gaining ground, if only trench 
by trench, at all other points on the 
battle line,. the death rate at) ages over 
45 should show. unmistakable are of 
actually increasing: I have g hope, 
however, now that the problem is clear- 
ly recognized, that your efforts to in- 
duce the public to observe the rules of 
personal hygiene and to undergo a 
periodic medical examination for.--the 
detection of these diseases at a curable 
stage will bear fruit in the near future. 

** Seriously, I wish it were possible 
to.make the public-realize as -you-and I 
reglize how much this campaign against 
préventable disease -realty significs. The 
death rate in New York State was 15.0 
per 1,000 in 1918 and 14.6 per 1,000 in 
ery The figures are so close together 
hat they seem wholly’ insignificant to 
the casual observer. What does four- 
tents of a point in the death rate mean 
to the average citizen? It meant all the 
difference. between life and death for 
4,000 men, women, and children, in New 
York State last year; for this reduction 
in the death rate corresponds to a sav- 
ing. of 4,000 lives. Taking the ordinary 
estimate of $5,000 for the average value 
of a human life, this means an eco- 
nomic saving of $20,000,000 due to pro- 
gressive health work in a single year.

Gorgas Eulogizes Late Dr. Finlay,

LANSING’S MEXICO SERVICE. 


Once Gave Free Advice to Embassy 
on International Law Point.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The atten-

“MORTALITY, RATE LOWER. © 


1,287 Deaths Last’ Week, Against 
1,344 in Week of 1914. 


Registrar Guilfoy of the Department 
of “Health announced yesterday that 
there were 1,287 deaths and. a death 
tate of 11.56 for 1,000 of the pepulation 
reported last week, as against 1,344 
deaths and a rate of 12.56 in the cor 
responding week of 1914. 

The following causes showed. a de 
creased mortality: Scarlet fever, diph- 
theria and croup, typhoid fever, Bright’s 
disease and nephritis, deaths from vio- 
ence. The deaths from violence showed 
a marked decrease, .. there haying been 
only 68, as compared with 119 in the 
corresponding week of 1914, 

Causes showing increased mortality 
were: Measles, whooping cough, diar- 
rhoeal diseases under five years, or- 
ganic heart diseases, lobar and broncho 
pneumonia, .and pulmonary tuberculosis. 

There was an increase of eight. deaths 
of infants under one year; between one 
and five years an increase of thirty- 
three, and at ages sixty-five and more 
an increase of twenty-three. 

The death rate for first thirty-six 
weeks of this year was 13.58 for 1, of 
the population, ainst.a rate of 14.06 
for the corresponding period of 1914.

Josephine Wins All of Series of 
Races for Manhasset Trophy.

CHICAGO, Ill., Sept. 7.—By winning 
the race on Lake Michigan off here 
today, the Eastern Class P yacht Jose- 
phine, owned by Addison J. Harmon of 
Greenwich, Conn., takes back to Long 
Island Sound the Manhasset challenge 
cup, won by the Chicago Yacht Club 
in 1912, and with it the new Ocean-Great 
Lakes trophy, donated by the Chicago 
Yacht Club, to promote yacht racing 
between the Great Lakes and the Atlan- 
tic coast. 

This was the third straight win for 
the Indian Harbor Yacht Club’s rep- 
resentative, and she has proved con- 
clusively -that she is faster than the 
Chicago Yacht Club’s Valiant, sailed by 
Fred A. Price. Tre Josephine was sailed 
by Mr. Hanan, and he had with ‘him 
as a crew, Butler Whiting, C, D. Mower 
and John Alden of Boston. They han- 
dled their yacht to perfection and won 
easily by 9 minues and 8 seconds, 

The wind was light southerly and the 
Josephine got the coveted position at the 
windward end of the line at the start, 
the first leg being to windward. The 
course was a windward and leeward 
one of sixteen miles in length and Jose- 
phine, as she did yesterday, gained on 
every leg of the course, and on ever 
point of sailing. She increased her lea 
on the first beat to windward until she 
had the Chicago yacht by 3 minutes and 
48 seconds at the first mark. On the

Exciting Periods in Championship 
Final When New Champion Is 
‘Within Ace of Victory.

William M. Johnston inscribed his 
name upon the classic national tennis 
singles championship most impressively 
yesterday, using a forehand stroke that 
left no dispute as to his right to the 
title. The young player, who two sea- 
gons ago was hailed as the successor to 
Maurice E. McLoughlin, made good the 
prediction by the score of 1—6, 6—0, 7—5, 
106—8, while thousands cheered the van- 
quished McLoughlin and the new holder 
of the highest honors of the American 


courts. It was a memorable battle and 
an inspiring scene at the climax on the 
field of the West Side Tennis Club, at 
Forest Hills, L. I., when the two men 
fighting for a sporting honor, and fight- 
ing with all that wads in them, almost 
collapsed at the end and hoisted on the 
shoulders of their comrades with the 
cheers of the 7,000 spectators ringing in 
their ears, were carried from the field. 

While the homage paid to Johnston 
for winning one of the greatest matches 
of the All Comers’ tournament has ever 
known in its thirty-five years was sin- 
cere and true, still on all sides there 
was regret that McLoughlin, the nero, 
who overwhelmed Norman E. Brookes 
and the late Anthony F. Wilding in the 
great Davis Cup matches last year, 
should not have the permanent posses- 
sion of the All Comers’ Cup on which 
his neme is twice inscribed. 

It was not the same McLoughlin who 
stood in the court yesterday that over- 
whelmed the famous Australasians a 
year ago. Time had taken something 
from his game and as-ever youth must 
be served; in‘this instance it fairly 
leaped to its reward. Except for the 
first set and the briefest of intervals 
thereafter Johnston was always the 
master of his mighty adyersary. He 
knew the game of his opponent and, 
as in the ancient days when Greek 
met Greek, it was the dynamic power, 
resourcefulness, and stroke of Califor- 
nian. against Californian, with no quar- 
ter asked for nor given, 
bé¥ére the’ two had played for’ the Ex- 
position championship at San Francisco, 
and at that time McLoughlin had car- 
ried the. match and title after five of 
the hardest sets which the tournament 
produced. Then “ The Comet”? was on 
his old field of asphalt with the ball 
bounding high so that he could bring off 
his. overhanders and where such a thing 
as ground strokes were unknown. 

Probably never in all the years of the 
historic All Comers has a player dis- 
played such phenomenal command of 
the ball with a. forehand stroke. There 
were many competent judges present 
. yesterday who declared that its equal 
was not to be found on the courts any- 
where, and it is likely that a represen- 
tative number of players, including R. 
Norris Williams, 2d, the playing through 
title holder who lost to it in the semi- 


final, Karl H. Behr and WHarolq H. 
Hackett, would willingly indorse the 
statement. 

It was a stroke that stood the test, for 
no less than eight times in the fourth 
get was Johnston within a point of 
Sigiming the All Comers as his own 
when McLoughlin made thrilling stands 
as of old, and pushed the victory on a 
little further. When he moved up*to the 
net in the ever-flashing rallies all of the

and came into action. Alert, with the 
€ye of an eagle that saw every move 

nd the flight of the ball as McLough- 
in drove it at him with all his might, 
ee younger player whipped the returns 
mto the corners. He was like a cat 
on his feet, quick and sure, and never a 
false move. There were times when he 
nipped the best drives that the Comet 
gent over, and turned them back for 
passes. Repeatedly McLoughlin over- 

nded the ball for what to him seemed 
a certain ace, so that he relaxed and 
dropped his racquet to rest, as if the 
point was finished. Johnston made his 
recovery, however, and ponding the ball 
back, found McLoughlin off his guard 
and so scored the point. 

“fhe cross volleys into the corners, the 
spots that had proved so profitable 
against Williams on the previous day, 
were the chief bit of manoeuvring that 
electrified the crowd. - As Johnston 
inves it, it was as irresistible as trying 

check. the march of time. He sent the 
ball into the left-hand corner of Mc- 
oe * court like a bolt of chain 
lightning. In order to play the ball with 
any success McLoughlin usually danced 
around it for a forehand shot, which 
put him wide of the court. Calmly 
stepping in to meet it, Johnston crossed 
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with ever-increasing pace into the op- 
posite corner: It was run, run, run for 

cLoughlin if he wanted the ball. He 
was on the defensive, and it was a posi- 
tion, as in all of his matches, in which 
he does not scintillate. So relentlessly 
was the younger player forcing the 
former champion ana veteran that, even 
when he had glowing’ opportunities to 
make the point, McLoughlin put racquet 
to the ball too soon, and so piled up a 
total of 42 nets and 88. outs, as com- 
pared to 37 nets and 26 outs for his 
young. rival., That was chiefly where 
the difference,stood, for on actual earned 
points by placement Johnston only had 
a tally of 53 to 51 for the Comet. 

McLoughlin in the first set played up 
to the net with his old abandon, smoth- 
ering the returns so easily as to give 
no hint whatever as to what was to fol- 
Tow. -Johnston probably took that first 
set to.steady himself. . He. it down 
to a hair breadth so Soet he rattled off 
seven games in a row to win the second 
set at love and the opening game of the 
third set. As he vainly tried to check 
the criss-cross. rallies which inevitably 
trapped him McLoughlin seémed to feel 
that he was grimly fighting a ‘hopeless! 
fight... Johnston’s. drives and volleys| 
were slitting the fines: he could not get 
the ball inside with any regularity, and 
when he tried to jam on speed he did 
not come anywhere near the court. 
There was not the same bite. and «he 
devastating ; ace to McLoughlin’s service 
either. Johnston always handled the ball 
easily, sO that only three service aces 
went down to the credit of ‘‘ The 
Comet.”’ 

Leading at 5—4 on games in the fourth 
set, Johnston was _ three times within a 
stroke of the match; only to have the in- 
domitable courage -of McLoughlin flash 
to the fore as he smashed Johnston out 
of “gg are and carried the games to 
5—all, Leading at 7—8 on games, the 
Same thing -was repeated, while the 
crowd applauded as McLoughlin turned 
loose the whirlwind power of his volleys 
and Johnston worked miracles in the 
way of recoveries, It was repeated with 
variations until under the strain Mc- 
Loughlin gave way.. He had bellows to 
mend and failed to control hig drives 
and short shots with anything like the 
certainty of Johnston, who made a sen- 
sational brace at S8—all. It was the 
spurt that saved the younger player as 
he forced the volleys to win the Amer- 
ican title with a slashing drive straight 
down McLoughlin’s forehand, the ball 
paralleling the line. 

The final of the national doubles 
cherephonship tournament will be con- 
test this afternoon at the West Side 
Tennis Club at Forest Hills. McLough- 
lin and Thomas C. Bundy opposing 
Johnston and Clarence J. Grif in, an- 
other Californian. McLoughlin and 
Bundy will defend the championship’ 
they hold. Johnston and Griffin hold 
the Pacific Coast title, and earned the 
right to oppose the champions by tri- 
umphing in the sectional elimination 
trials, which were contested on several 
courts during this season. 

Following the deciding of the doubles 
championship, the final round in the 
— doubles competition will take 

ace. 

On Friday the return matches between 
selected teams representing the East 
and West will start.

JOHNSTON EARNED VICTORY. 


New Tennis Champion Defeats Best 
Players Before Gaining Title. 





Youth was served again at the West 
Side Tennis Club courts, at Forest Hills, ' 
L. I., when William M. Johnston, the 
twenty-year-old California star, won the 
national tennis crown, defeating in the 
final round Maurice E,, McLoughlin in 
a nerve-racking, back-breaking four- 
set match. Johnston’s victory keeps the 
championship bowl in competition for at 
least another year. Had McLoughlin 
carried off the honors he would have 
been entitled to permanent possession 
of the trophy, as he already’ had two 
victories to his credit, and three are re- 
quired to win the cup outright. 

In many quarters the result was con- 
sidered in. the nature of a surprise .or 
upset, whereas a study of the perform- 
ances of: the two finalists during the. 
tournament reveals the fact that the 
young Pacific Coast star came through a 
series of matches before reaching the 
final ré6und that made him the outstand- 
ing figure of this tournament. With 
racquet wizardry and superb court judg- 
ment the youngster, who is now hailed 
as the successor of the ‘‘ Great Mac,” 
defeated in succession Karl H, Behr, R. 
Norris Williams and Maurice E. Mc- 
Loughlin, ranked first, second and 
third; respectively, in the official rating 
list, which is an indication of his play- 
ing ability and an evidence that the title 
changed hands in a legitimate manner, 
with no fluke or series of lucky shots to 
mar or belittle the victory. . 
The match, however, was not a per- 
fectly played one, as the two Westerners 


were good and bad in turns, although 
the former ee eg eps through e 
four sets. oth showed flashes of 
brilliant play, while the pace and strain 
were unusually severe, even for a chal- 
lenge round match. 

The desperate and determined efforts 
of McLoughlin to stem the tide of de- 
feat in the fourth set brought forth 
alternate oans and applause, but the

attack from the latest tennis luminary 
to have his name enrolled in the list 
of national champions. 

Once the winning stroke had been 
made, however, and Johnston had 
lea over the net in the wake of his 
flying ball, there was an outburst of 
real enthusiasm that left no. doubt as 
to the genuineness of the acknowledge- 
ment of the victory of the yocne cham- 
pion and retognition of his successful 
effort in pursuit of championship. 

There was no hint of the impending 
defeat of the champion of 1912 and 1913 
when Johnston and McLoughlin started 
play shortly after 3 o’clock. The Cali- 
fornian was at his best and with won- 
derful control of the ball made_ his 
younger opponent look like a novice rac- 
ing through the set before Johnston 
could shake off his nervousness. Once 
the latter got going, however, the whole 
complexion of the match was changed. 
Little by little Johnston solved the tac- 
tics and strokes of the old master, and 
increasing his speed and control beat 
McLoughlin in almost every department 
of, play. 

The stroke analysis of the match does 
not show the skill and cleverness with 
which Johnston worked out his victory. 
Considering the match as a whole, he 
proved his better generalship and stroke 
ability by forcing McLoughlin to play 
mid-court most of the time. In_ the 
first set it was quickly revealed tu 
Johnston that he had absolutely no 
chance when McLoughlin swung his 
racquet close. to the net. As a result 
the youthful.San Franciscan forced Mc- 
a to the base line with deep 
passing strokes cr coaxed him to the 
service lines: with short, low, tantalizing 
strokes, which McLoughlin, in his eager- 
ness to turn, drove more frequently into 
the net or out.of court than to uncov- 
ered spots in the winner’s territory. 

Not a single point was won or lost 
without the contestants making the most 
terrific efforts, and the constant racing 
about the court. in the close and humid 
atmosphere_soon had both dripping. Mc- 
Loughlin ‘show the physical 
early as the sécond set, which he lost 
at love, thus establishing what is said 
to be @ record in'his tennis:career.. Mc-~ 
Loughiin. was ‘wild in’ stroking and un- 
certain fn ‘cirection, and before Johns- 
ton’s fast-steadying game dropped six 
games in a row in a manner that made 
him appear as helpless as his opponent 
had.in the first.set. » 

The famous conquerer of Brookes and 
Wilding .appeared to realize that the 
crucial moment in his remarkable court 
career had arrived with the opening of 
the third set. With care and skill he 
served:andg stroked the balls at Johns- 
ton, only to have them come back at 
lightning speed or with decisive spin 
and length: 

The rallies were long and terrific, but 
in the long. run it was Johnston who 
won the deciding points; and McLough- 
jin was tired.and doubtful when he 
went to the clubhouse for the seven- 
minute rest following the third set. 

The intermission did not appear to 
help him very much, and when the play- 
ers took the court again Mac was slow 
in covering ground and in stroking the 
ball. He frequently dropped into a 
linesman’s chair between games, and as 
the set progressed to and beyond deuce, 
slowed up to such an extent that it was 
perceptible to the thousands in the 
stand. He was game to the finish, how- 
ever, and brought the last iota of expe- 
rince and racquet technique to his aid 
in holding Johnston in check. How well 
this served him as long as his strength 
remained is shown by the fa that 
Johnston was within a point ‘of the 
championship in the tenth game, only to 


strain as| 


‘have. McLoughlin win it and carry him 
through another. grueling eight games 
before one of the younger player’s re- 
turns, hitting and hanging on. the net 
and a moment before falling dead into 
McLoughlin’s: court, wrested the last 
chance of the latter for a further op- 
pettunity to continue the almost hope- 
ess struggle. 

In the opening set the match had all 
the appearance of play between mas- 
ter and pupil. MeLoughlin was so su- 
perior to Johnston that the latter’s de- 
fense appeared dbsolutély pitiful. He’ 
puzzled his younger opponent with the 
varety and severity of his service, and 
hig return shots swept froin side to 
side of the court like the flickering rays 
of the searchlight. He had perfect com- 
mand of the ball either in the back 
court or at the net, and: frequently he 
shot the white spheres by Johnston so 
fast that the latter made no. attempt 
to reach for them with his racquet. 

Johnston appeared cold and nervous 
at the start and did not put up even a 
mediocre defense until the fifth game, 
when he broke through MeLoughlin’s 
service, The latter immediately went 
back to his side-line driving-and sharp 
cross-courting returns, and the result 
of the set was never in doubt. The 
point score and stroke analysis:

The dispatch from China says that to 
make the Presidency permanent and 
hereditary would save the troubles and

That state- 
ment is an admission, of a nafiveté char- 
acteristically Chinese, that the present 
Government is not quite what its name 
indicates—that is, a monarchy or dic- 
tatorship in a disguise so thin that no- 
body is expected to be deceived, 
Nobody ts, or has been, as a matter 
of fact, for the Chinese Republic was 
set up and has since been maintained by 
such a small fraction of the. Chinese 
people that it has not been taken seri- 
ously anywhere as anything more than 
a bridge for temporary use while passing 
ftom one monarchy to another.

‘Tha return to power of Wileuthe- 
ties Venizelos was generally hailed as 
méaning the almost immediate entrance 
of Greece in the war in favor of the: 
Quadruple Entente, with the certainty 
that Bulgaria and Rumania would fol- 
low her coursé, This view seems to 
have been shared by the European press, 
much to the astonishment of those 
chiefty interested in ‘the fmmiediate 
course of Greece's new premier. The 
fame of: War Party” given to: the 
Liberals of E. K. Venizelos hes 
beéh viewed in Greece in the light of his 
activities of last March rather than in 
anticipation of his policy of the future. 


Gretce’s objection to the war-at-any- 
price movément, and secondly, because 
in the face of the tremendous responsi- 


timé implies, there. is no man in 
Athens who would utdertake to. force 
his country in the arena of the world 
‘War, whose end is yet far trom being 
in sigit, 

Italy's fntervention, on the other hand, 
had a most cooling effect on the ma- 
jority of the Greek people, not only be- 
cause of the failure of the Italian army 
to make any impression on the Austro- 
German troops, but also because of the 
fact that Italy appropriated for her- 
seif most of the compensations that na- 
tionally, geographically, Ristorically, and 
mortally belong to the Hellenic nation. 

tt the same time, the Russian -de- 
feat has altogether changed the entire 
Balkan situation, and the Greek people 
have been quick enough to realize it. 
And it must not de forgotten at this 
point, that Russia has been mainly. re- 
sponsible Yor the failure of the Aifies to 
fadtuce Greece to join in the war last 
March, at the time when, according 
té. expert opinion, the task of forcing 
the strait was far ¢asier than it is 
now. it has been said since that it 


"twas King Constantine who rejected the 
‘proposals of Mr. Venizelos to enter the 


war; but the King was not alone in‘his 
objections, <A large part of the nation 
shared his views, strengthened by the 
fact that the AHies, yielding to Russia, 
did not concede to the Hellenic troops 
the right to enter Constantinople with 
their allies, in the event ‘of the Turk- 
ish capital being captured by the En- 
tente powers, and also by the knowl- 
edge of Russian hostility to every mate- 
rial expansion of the Hellenic kingdom in 
Asia Minor. 

It Was on account of these difficulties 
that the Allies could not offer to Greece 
any adequate compensations for her par- 
ticipation in the war, while they im- 
poséd on her the sacrifice of Eastern 
Macedonia, including the port of Ca- 
valla,. to Buigaria, in order to secure 
the latter’s co-operation in the Dar- 
dafielles. The net result of the allied 
proposals, should they be translated 
into acts, would be to create a Bulga- 
rian predominance in the Balkans, while 
Greece, Having once lost her ground on 
the péenifisula, would seek her fortune 
in Asia Minor, where, by the way, she 
‘would: have to reckon with the aspira- 
tions of such powerful opponents as 
Russia and Italy, to mention only these 
two chief foes of Hellenism. 

As for England and France, they 
‘wished to salisty ‘Greece in: Asia, Minor, 
ahd I have every reason to believe that 
thetr promises to Mr. Venizelos, six 
months ago, were sincere. But in order 
to. comply with Greek aspirations, 
France. and England could not and 
would not disappoint Russia and Italy. 
The first was their ally at the time, 
and they counted on Italy's assistance 
in the near future. The pourparlers be- 
tween Mr. Venizelos’ and Sir Francis 
Bilfot, the British Minister in Athens, 
and ‘M. Deville, the Minister of France, 
ould not find a solid basis up to the 
time when Venizelos resigned from of- 
fice. Eventually they held out for. 
Greece some compensations in Asia 
Minor, but these were so vague and in- 
definits that they could not satisfy 
Greek public opinion, nor strengthen 
Mr. Venizelos in the impossible position 
in which he found himself last March. 
The Greek people had no objection, as 
far as entrance into the war was con- 
cerned, but they wanted to know be- 
forehand how far the national aspira- 
tions would be satisfied, after the coun- 
try had entered the arena of the biggest 
of all Gonflicts in the world’s history. 
Mr. Venizelos could not give an answer 
to his countrymen because the Allies did 
not offer anything of real and tangible 
value to him. Therefore thé Hellenic 
weorle did not deem it advisable to enter 
thé war in March, and has remained 
neutral up to the present day. 

According to the anti-Venizelist press, 
the reason why the Allies could not offer 
Smyrna or any other zone in Asia 
Minor was the fact that Paris, London, 
ahd Petrograd were duly informed of 
italy’s aspirations and were keeping for 
their future ally those compensations 
‘which originally might have been in- 
tendéd for Greece. Eventually Italy 
entered the war, and at the same time 
the question of giving any substantial 
compensation to Greece in case of, her 
pattitipation in the war almost ceased 
to exist. ; 

Demetrios. Gournaris, the successor 
of Mr. Venizelos, vainly has endeavored 
for the last six months to exact a solid 
promise from the Allies. He therefore 
came out as an ardent supporter of con- 
tinued neutrality and based his entire 
program of foreign policy on the pres- 
@tVation of the territorial integrity of 
thé Hellenic. kingdom, until the word 
was passed around that he was a pro- 
German; and that was one of the rea-

ministry of Mr. Gounaris Was defeated 
at the polls on many other: scores’ -be- 
sides his so-callea pro-German policy. 
These reasons’ were mostly of internal 
character. Mt. Gouneris, poiitically 
speakthg, is a young man. When he 
took office he haé to followéts and. no 
political ofganization of his own. He 
had emerged from the fallen old parties, 
and his ministers were the politicians 
that were overthrown by the military 
revolution of 1009, which brought wveut 
the advent of Venizelos. to power. Tie 
Hellenic people were manifestly dis- 
pleased with their’ return te political 
life, and even the most ardent. anti-Ve- 
nizelists did not hesitate to condémt the 
way in which the Gounaris ministry 
was constituted on the fall. of Mr. Ve- 
nizelos. Some good, honest, and efficient 
men took part in the Government formed 
by Mr. Gounaris, but they were pow- 
erless to turn the tide of publie syim- 
pathy in theif favor; the’ people, al- 
though recognizing their good qualilies, 


jand their better interfitions, could aot 


help thinking that the old condemied 
régime was coming back, and the. Hel- 
jenist, Venizelist, or hon-Venizelist; would 
ot stand for the resurrection of an 
enathematized past. The Cretan ‘states- 
man ho doubt knew this popular senti- 
ment, and he struck the right pote when, 
in jieu-of any other political. program, 
he declared a few days before the gen- 
eral election, that the electorate was. to. 
choose between the old parti¢és identi- 
fied with Mr. Gounaris’s ministry. ara 
the Liberal party, which came out of a 
national revolution ead belped double 
the Hellenic realm after two victorious 
wars. ; 

Besides betng closely identified with 
the new politied! era of Greécé, Mr. 
Venizelos hes been clever enough to 
build for himself a powerful party or- 
ganization, having taken as @ ‘model 
the American “ machine” and the Brit- 
ish pOlitical clubs. But stilt this was 
not all. Venizelos is very in 
Greece; he is tremendously popular with 
the masses, and he is particularly ad- 
mired by the Greeks living abroad, who 
always exert a strong influence on the 
opinions of those at home, particularly 
in times of a national crisis such a8 the 
present one. .At the same time, it must 
not be forgotten that Venizelos is the 
one powerful political personality that 
Greece possesses today; his hold on the 
people is absolute; his persuasive quali- 
ties irresistible. -On this score he is re- 
garded as a most important asset by 
Hellenic opinion, and as such he was 
called again to power by popular vote, 
notwithstanding the fact that thé. most 
popular of all monarché had disap- 
proved his bellicose polivies twenty-five 
weeks ago. The Hellenic people, how- 
ever, by so doing did mot reject King 
Constantine’s peaceful advice.. They did 
not vote for or against the war, be- 
cause such an issue was not brought 
forth in the last election. They voted 
for Mr. Venizelos’s return to power, and 
the astute Cretan was quick to under- 
stand that what Greece wanted from 
him was a@ continued neutrality, a safe- 
guard of the, country’s territorial integ- 
rity, and finally a straight and explicit 
policy with the Allies as to the terms 
of Greece’s eventual oneree in the 
war. 

The’ résult 6r thts tecte inatrectldine 
between the Greek people and Mr. Veni- 
zelos is that the latter became Premier 
without departing from the neutral pol- 
icy of his predecessor, much to the sur- 
prise of those who expected to see in 
him a militant leader of an ardent “ wer 
party.”” 

Of course, Mr. Venizelos will shape his 
future policy according to the turn of 
the circumstances; these for the present 
impose on Greece a strictly neutral atti- 
tude, that is to say, an attitude favor- 
able to Serbia and to the Enténte powers, 
and at the same time friendly, or, rather, 
not hostile, to Germany, Austria, and 
Turkey. The recent Turco-Bulgarian 
agreement renders the situation of 
Greece with regard to her Serbian al- 
liance extremely delicate, and at the 
same time the equivocal attitude of Ru- 
mania makes it an ‘all important duty 
for Greece to be very cautious and very 
careful in its dealings with everybody. 
Indeed, if there was an unfavorable 
time for Groek participation in the. war 
of the Allies against Turkey, the pres- 
ent occasion seems to illustrate ft. 

Mr. Venizelos no doubt would like to 
see the Hellenic troops fighting against 
the odious Turk, and the whole of Hel- 
lenism shares in this opinion, inasmuch 
as today the three million Greeks in 
Turkey are living through the darkest 
days of their slavery. 

But before unsheathing the sword 
Greece must make sure that she will 
not have to fear Bulgaria, that Italy &® 
not going to establish herself perma- 
nently in Albania and the Greek Archi- 
pelago, and that the Allies in general 
will guarantee her national union and 
independence, which can only be 
achieved by the application of the prin- 
ciple of nationality both the Balkans 

und Asia Mihor. And &i as this 
principle hokis good In Alsate-Lor- 
raine, in Bosnia and Herzegovina and 
Dalmatia, in Bukowina and Transy!- 
vania, in Trent and Trieste, and even m 
Poland, Greece sees. no. reason why the 
contrary should apply wherever Hellenic 
claims aire at stake. 

This is the -way. Greeks thifik; dtd 
Venizelos ts too much of a Greek patriot 
himself to think otherwise, And therein 
‘lies the whole explanation ot the preseat 
attitude of Greece.

., manuel Reicher, the German actor- 
manager who organized the. Modern 
‘' Btage. for the production of modern 
«plays last Winter, announced yesterday 
that he would. establish an auxiliary so- 
ciety to be known’as the American Peo- 
ple’s Theatre and to be run in conjunc- 
tion with the parent body this season. 
_The new project will also have for its 
purpose the presentation of modern 
pldys~-of all countries, but instead of 
catering to a restricted public as did 
the Modern Stage, which gave its per- 
formances before audiences of subscrib- 
ers, it will enroll its members from the 
‘great masses of wage earners. 
- Herr Reicher was identified with the 
Freie Biihne in Berlin when that move- 
ment to give the modern dramatists a 
hearing was in its infancy, and what 
- the. Independent Stage did for Germany 
he hopes the Modern Stage and its 
Buxiliary, the American People’s The- 


atre, will do for the modern drama in 


America: He has leased the Garden 
Theatre for a season of thirty weeks, 
and here the performances of the two 
secietaies will be given. Bjérnstjerne 
Bjérnson’s drama, ‘‘ When the New Vine 
Blooms,” will be the first offering of 
the Modern Stage in November. 

Gerhart Hauptmann’s drama, ‘ The 
Weavers,” which was suppressed when 
it was first acted in Germany, will be 
the first production of .the People’s 
Theatre. The play deals with the pov- 
“erty and uprising of the starving weav- 
ers of Silesia, Germany, and when the 
highest courts finally permitted its per- 
formance, it was widely Giocusses and 
successful, as well. To give the drama 
adequate production, Herr Reicher has 
engaged a company of more than forty 
players. This company will be retained 
throughout the season, and will alter- 
nate in the productions of the two so- 
cieties. 

The répertoire will include groups of 
one-act plays by American authors in 
addition to plays by foreign dramatists 
3 note. Among the former wiil be ‘‘ The 
nger of God,” “ According to Dar- 
ane and ‘‘ The Noble Lord,”’ by Per- 
. Cival Wilde; ‘‘ The Dollar *' and ‘‘ The 

King,”’ by David Pinski, and ‘‘ The Girl 

in the Coffin,” by Theodore Dreiser. 

Anton Tschechow's “ Uncle Vanja,’ a 

drama of Russian life; ‘‘ Madonna Dia- 

nora,”” a romantic scene by the Aus- 
trian poet, von Hofmannsthal, and Ib- 
sen’s ‘‘Rosmersholm” will be other 
offerings. Herr Reicher will appear in 

@ number of these, especially in ‘* When 

the New Vine Blooms,’ which will be 

given its -first performance in America 
under his direction. 

Julius Hopp, who has for a number of 
Years given performances of Plays and 
Many. concerts to the masses through 
the Wage Earners’ League, is associat- 
ed with Herr Reicher in the new move- 
ment. A system of distribution of tick- 
ets is being developed by ‘which tree 
membership cards will be given to or- 
ganizations and individual applicants in 
‘the order of application. These cards 
will entitle holders to tickets at reduced 
Prices, the highest of which will be 75 
cents. The prices for the performances 
under the auspices of the Modern Stage, 
on the other hand, range from $1 to $3. 


MEET MUSICIANS’ BOARD.

An application for an injunction to 
restrain May: Irwin from presenting a 
farce, ‘13’ Washington’ Square,” and 
asking for an accounting has been made 
in the United States District Court ‘by 
Joseph W. Frankel.

Washington Square.’’ A dramatization 
of this book by the author was pro- 
duced by Miss Irwin several weeks ago 
in the Park Theatre under the title “ No.

The career of Edward Bruce Moore 
was a remarkable one and from the 
time when he became a page in the 
United States Senate in 1866, his whole 
life’ was. spent in Government employ. 
He was born in North Anson, Me., and 
was a son.of William and Almeda Wy- 
man Moore. His education was re- 
ceived at the hands of. private tutors 
and in High*School, and except for 
self-instruction, ceased when he be- 
came a page. 

In 1881, he was admitted to the Bar 
and two years later was appointed an 
assistant exminer in the Ptent Office. 
Later he became a law clerk and in 
1849 was appointed principal exami- 
ner, which post he retained until 1901 
when he was appointed an assistant 
Con missioner. In 1907, he resigned to 
become Commissioner and in 1913 left 
the Patent Office to become a member 
of the patent law firm of Moore & 
Clark of Washington. ; 

In addition to his routine connection 
with the Patent Office, Mr. Moore suc- 
ceeded in a number of delicate diplo- 
matic missions to other countries dur- 
ing which he made permanent arrange- 
ments for safe-guarding American 
patents. He was the United States 
Special Commissioner to the Parijs Ex- 
position in 1900 and 1908, was the United 
States delegate to the International 
Patent Congress in Stockholm. In the 
latter part of the same year he nego- 
tiated what was. probably the most 
important task ever intrusted to an of- 
ficial of the Patent Office, when he suc- 
cessfully completed the present treaty 
with the German Government, relating 
to the non-working of patents in Ger- 
many by American investors and manu- 
facturers. 

In 1909, he was sent on a mission to 
Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Russia, 
Austria. France, Italy, and Belgium as 
Special Representative of the United 
States, to make final arrangements for 
the safe-guarding of American patents 
in those countries. President Taft, on 
his return, appointed him Special Ex- 
pert Attaché to the Fourth Interna- 
tional Congress of American. States in 
Buenos Aires and while there he pre- 
pared the patent regulations and obser- 
vances which were ratified by the Cong- 
ress and are now in force in South 
America. 

In 1911 President Taft appointed, Mr. 
Moore, Chairman of the American Dele- 
gation to the Conference of International 
Union for the Protection of. Industrial 
Property in Washington, at which forty 
nations were represented. While he was 
Commissioner of Patents the United 
States tssued“its one miilioneth patent. * 

Mr. Moore-was a former President of 
sre Disrit: oF Columbia Society of the 

American Revolution, a 
Senior: or’ the Taft Chapter of the fra- 
ternity of Phi Alpha Delta, and a mem- 
ber of the Cosmos. and Washington 
Country Clubs. He never married.

Thomas Stokes, a pioneer in the coal 
business, and head of the firm of 
Thomas Stokes & Sons, Inc., coal and 
wood merchants, died last night at his 
home, 122 West Seventy-seventh Street, 
in his seventy-sixth year.
